lated to monetary stabilization, to- 
gether with the possibility of a re- 
ciprocal trade agreement 
between 


this government and Britain.

cer forced the man's speeding car 
to the curb early yesterday and 
King climbed. into the coupe, in- 
structing the speeder to drive to 
the jail. 


King said that ,when the man 


drew a pistol 
and threatened to 


•'drill you into a sieve" he began a 
struggle and attracted-the attention 
of the other policeman in a squad 
car ahead.

Rioting Starts After 25 


Men Complain Against 


Reformatory Food 


Guelph, Ont.— (Canadian Press) 


—Police combed the 
countryside 


today for prisoners who broke from 
the Ontario reformatory during a 
riot in which inmates fired the pri- 
son and fought their guards for 
nine hours. 


C. F. Neelands, deputy provincial 


secretary, said a first check-up 
identified 36 known to be missing 
An estimated 100 fled before police 
reinforcements quelled the rioting 
among the 779 convicts shortly be- 
fore last midnight. 


At least three men were injuied 


and 5200,000 damage resulted. The 
not broke out suddenly at noon 
and lasted until a tear gas bomb 
scattered rioters who were demol- 
ishing the prison recreation room 
long after nightfall Fifteen prison- 
ers were overcome by smoke. 


Set Everything Afire 


Inmates touched flares to every- 


thing that would burn. They ruined 
the dormitories, the chapel and the 
hospital from which 12 patients had 
to be moved to safety. 


What furniture was not piled up 


for kindling was broken into blud- 
geons with which infuriated bauds 
roved in wrecking forays. 


Insurrection flared at noon when 


25 men, complaining against the 
quantity and quality of prison food 
and against 
a ban on receiving 


Christmas packages, refused to eat 
Dr. J. D. Heaslip. reformatory su- 
perintendent, 
estimated about 35 


prisoners actually engaged in the 
pandemonium which ensued. 


Scarcely a pain of glass was left 


unbroken. Even in the supposedly 
fire-proof 
"custodian 
building" 


where the rioting broke out, floors 
and window sills where seared by 
fire. 


Twenty guards of a staff of 74— 


unarmed as always—were on duty 
when the yammering of the ada- 
mant non-eaters, locked up togeth- 
er, touched off the riots throughout 
the prison. 


Smash Gratings. . 


While some prisoners set fire to 


mattresses and bedding, wrecking 
the dormitories where most of them 
slept, others used a bench for a 
battering-ram to smash light grat- 
ings from windows. After that, es- 
cape over the roof of a one-story 
building and to the ground \vas 
easy. 


As smoke poured down the corri- 


dors and 
through the 
shattered 


windows, the rebellious prisoners 
won control of almost every sec- 
tion except the central block, pro- 
tected behind 
heavy steel grills 


Many prisoners' fled to the spacious 
grounds and battled hand-to-hand 
with guards while crowds of citi- 
zens watched. 


The rioting seemed to reach a 


climax after about five hours and 
by midnight groups of prisoners 
were led peacefully to cells and 


I locked up. Although the guards 
' reinforcements brandished arms, no 
shots were fired

The Right and the Left and the Center 


Some one with ^leisure and a lik- 


ing for curious information might 
write an interesting book on politi- 
cal nicknames. They usually out- 
live the men and the parties to 
which they were originally given, 
like the words Tory and Whig. Of- 
ten they come to mean the very op- 
posite of what they once meant 
Patriot, for example, was once an 
epithet applied to what was re- 
garded as the subversive party, and 
less than a hundred years ago the 
upper classes in Europe regarded 
nationalists as conspirators against 
law and order and the vested rights 
of hereditary rulers. The French 
seem to have a peculiar gemus for 
adopting misleading names. Parties 
that have a mild bite like names 
which have a loud bark Thus a Re- 
publican of the Left is likely to be 
in fact a Republican of the Right, 
a Radical Socialist is neither radi- 
cal nor socialist, a Socialist is like- 
ly to be what we 
should call a 


moderate progressive 
Good Nickname Needed 
by Political Parties 
"it is clear that a good nickname 
is necessary to the existence of a 
party. In order to stand together 
men have to have a common name. 
This is so necessary that, rather 
than have no name at all, a party 
will often adopt one thrown at it by 
its enemies Now in this country 
the old part} names are still use- 
ful at election time, but in the or- 
dinary business of politics they 
are insufficient to identify the fac- 
tions which really exist When Mr 
Borah and Mr John Hamilton are 
both called Republicans, some other 
name is needed to distinguish them 


And therefore it is becoming 


fashionable to use the labels that 
are current in continental Europe 
and to speak of the Right and the 
Left These terms come from Eur- 
opean 
legislative 
assemblies 
in 


which the representatives sit in a 
semi-circle facing the presiding of- 
ficer; the most aggressive uphold- 
ers of caste privilege and of prop- 
erty rights, usually 
large feudal 


property in land, sit on his extreme 
right, and the most aggressive op- 
ponents of property rights sit on 
his extreme left The deputies in 
between are supposed to be seated in 
the order of their sympathies with 
the one extreme or the other. 
* 
* 
* 
But a Third Name 
Would Be Needed Here 


Now Right and Left are conven- 


ient political names, but if they are 
to come into common use in this 
country, 
there is a third name 


which must not be forgotten It is 
the Center. The word is not in use 
because, unfortunately, 
there has 


not been much of a Center in Eu- 
rope during the recent years when 
these terms were being adopted by 
American newspapers But Center 
is the name of as definite a political 
attitude as Right or Left, and in 
all healthy countries it covers by 
far the largest group. In Great Bri- 
tain, in France, and in this country 
above all, the Center is the pre- 
dominant group It would easil} in- 
clude, for example, not only Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr Landon, but Mr 
LaFollette, Mr. Norris, Mr Mills, 
Mr. Hoover and Mr. Norman Thom- 
as. But it would not have included 
Huey Long, nor, I think, Mr. Hearst 


The Center covers a very wide 


range of political ideals, programs 
and interests There may be many 
Center parties 
But what distin- 


guishes a man of the Center from a 
man either of the Left or of the 
Right is his determination and his 
willingness to settle all ordinary 
issues by persuasion, negotiation 
and compromise To the extreme 
partisans of the Right or of the 
Left he always seems like a man 
•who makes a point of not letting 
people become sharply aligned on 
irreconcilable issues So they say 
he has no fighting principles But 
this is not true He has a fighting 
principle The principle he is will- 
ing to fight for is that issues shall 
be settled by persuasion For he 
holds that in political life the end 
does not justify the means To the 
man of the Center it is infinitely 
more important that the habit of 
reason, tolerance 
and good -will 


should be maintained over violence, 
fanaticism, and aibitrarmess than 
this or that particular thing should 
be done at once. 
Men of Center Regard 
This Principle as Paramount 


This principle, which men of the 


Center regard as paramount, rests 
on the conviction 
that political 


progress is the story of the gradual 
suppression 
of lawless 
and ar- 


bitrary violence in human affairs, 
of the laborious development of the 
habit of courtesy and good faith in 
the transactions of men. Thus to 
the man of the Center the partisans 
to the extreme right and left look 
very much alike, both being from 
his -point of "view profoundly reac- 


tionary. For they do not have that 
indispensable courtesy by which, 
through imputing good faith to oth- 
ers, good faith Is bred. Yet without 
good faith given and received, a 
community cannot be at peace. The 
man of the Center regards them as 
reactionary, however much they 
may imagine themselves to be the j 
heralds of the future, because the 
further he goes to the right or to 
the left the more he encounters a 
disposition to be violent and law- 
less and irrational Looking not at 
their 
promises but at their be- 


havior, he concludes that these ag- 
gressive movements of the Right i 
and of the Left are evidences of a 
reversion 
to the primitive, that 


their common characteristic is that 
they try to make a virtue out of a 
tendency to decivilize mankind 
For the habit of looking for a fight 
with one's opponents instead of 
seeking to conciliate the issues is 
not civilized. 
Definite Symptoms Betray 
Tendency to Degenerate 


There are certain definite symp- 


toms which invariably betray this 
tendency to degenerate to a more 
barbarous level of social behavior 
.The commonest sjmptom is a pref- 
erence for explaining the course 
of events as a conspiracy. This is an 
almost infallible sign of a disposi- 
tion to join either the 
extreme 


Right or the extreme Left There 
are conspiracies in human affairs, 
of course, but the great tides of his- 
tory are not raised by conspiiacies, 
and any man who is disposed to 
look at anj thing he dislikes as the 
product of a conspiracy may prop- 
erly be regarded as illiterate, and 
then suspected of not being quite 
sane He may not be a medical case 
But at least he has regressed so far i 
toward the primitive that he needs 
to be watched 


Charges of conspiracy 
are the 


stock in trade of the extreme Right 
and Left, and that in itself makes 
it roughly accurate to speak of 
these extremists 
as 
the lunatic 


fringe. When they 
are 
only a 


fringe surrounding 
a large pre- 


dominant mass of centrally minded 
persons, a society is well off But a 
society is very badly off—Russia, 
for example, in 1917, Germany in 
1933, Spain in 1936—when the Cen- 
ter is destroyed and there is only 
Right and Left 
They Look on Opponents 
as Conspirators to he Eliminated? 


For the Right and Left, having 


neither understanding of, nor faith 
in, the process of reasonable con- 
duct, look upon all opponents as 
conspirators who can in the last an- 
alysis be dealt with only by exter- 
minating them. 
They look upon 


their own principles as so absolute 
that they may resort to any meth- 
od to apply them The Center, on 
the other hand, is the heir of the 
tradition of civilized living and it 
possesses what little -wisdom men 
have acquired in the course of their 
cruel history. So the men of the 
Center know that no one knows 
-enough to rule others violently, 
that no projects are good enough 
to justify the sacrifice of the habit 
of persuasion 
It is by the Center that quarrels 


are composed that the violence is 
averted, 
that the 
processes are 


maintained bj uhich men live and 
let live It is by the Center that so- 
ciety is maintained as a going con- 
cern And therefore, whenever men 
forget the Center, when they for-! 
get that in all great epochs and in' 
all successful societies, the Center I 
is the master of politics, when they j 
talk as if there were only a Right 
and a Left, something is radically! 
wrong and there is an ominous re-( 
action in human affairs

• The main trouble with the cli- 
mate in which so'many victims of 
chronic bronchitisO winter cough) 
elect to live is that it is too dry. 
The second fault is that it is too 
warm. Finally most of the ultra- 
violet is carefully filterer out of it 
before the old parties will have 
anything to do with it, Au naturel 
the climate is.not half bad. In fact 
if we could • club the wiseacres on 
the head they'd enjoy the best pos- 
sible health in the north temperate 
climate, with all its sudden changes 
from hot to cold, storm to clear, 
damp to dry. The thoughtless mil- 
lions, in that zone do maintain the 
highest health standard of the 
population of the world. 


But these misguided valetudi- 


narians with "weak lungs," "sen- 
sitive bronchial tubes" or "catarr- 
hal tend.ency," from Dr. Osier him- 
self down to your Aunt Euphemia, 
being so blindly obsessed with the 
notion that cold and damp are in- 
jurious, coddle themselves in. every 
way, 
shutting themselves off from 


the benefits of fresh air, ultravio- 
let irradiation (of sunlight), and 
the vitalizing, invigorating effects 
of adequate oxygenation, good me- 
tabolism. 


If I had winter cough (chronic 


bronchitis) with or without em- 
physema (constant wheeze, ballon- 
ing of portions of the lungs) or 
bronchiectasis (dilation or balloon- 
ing of some of the bronchial tubes) 
and could conveniently do so. I'd 
spend every winter in a moderately 
dry, equable climate where there 
is a maximum of sunshine, say in 
Southern California, Arizona. Mex- 
ico. Florida, or better live in such 
a climate the year round. In lieu of 
that I'd go to considerable trouble 
and even some initial expense to 
have my home and my -place of 
business if possible air- conditioned, 
that is, equipped with efficient ap- 
paratus to maintain automatically a 
comfort zone—temperature of 65 to 
68, relative humidity of 50 to 60 
per cent—similar to.the air of the 
ideal climate.

country as a fundamental question 
of national policy. 


Until now, it has been vigorously 


denied by supporters of the Roose- 
velt administration that there has 
been any remote thought of injur- 
ing legitimate investments. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt' has publicly given 
such • assurance to the American 
people, who were asked to believe 
that only the public utilities which 
had committed grave abuses would 
be punished. 


But there has been revealed • to 


the nation an amazing appeal by 
Dr. Arthur E. Morgan, chairman of 
the Tennessee Valley authority. In 
some respects, it is the frankest 
statement on power policy that has 
been made by anybody in the con- 
troversy for the last three years. It 
is objective, fair-minded and chal- 
lenging. Dr. Morgan's tone is con- 
ciliatory and his'attitude reflects a 
sincere desire to bring peace as 
between the government and the 
public utilities so that the war. 
which is costing literally billions of 
dollars in pent-up demand for ex- 
pansion and extensions, shall be- 
gin soon to give work to the un- 
employed and business to the sup- 
pliers of raw materials used in such 
great quantities in utility construc- 
tion. 


Public Ownership Bloc 


But "Dr. Morgan's statement dis- 


closes what- has been suspected be- 
fore but never confirmed officially, 
namely that there exists in the ad- 
ministration 
a group who want 


ruthlessly to destroy utility invest- 
ments and launch the nation on an 
extensive public ownership pro- j 
gram. If the latter group is right, 
then their logic would some day ap- 
ply equally to government owner- 
ship of facilities that produce or 
distribute or furnish other neces- 
sities of life, ranging from food and 
clothing to medical care; 


The 
penetrating 
question 
of 


whether the government shall take 
over functions now performed by 
private institutions and businesses, 
or whether there shall be coopera- 
tion between government and pri- 
vate interests, with a certain meas- 
ure of' governmental regulation to ( 
prevent abuses, is the central point i 
in the controversy now brought toj 
a head by Dr. Morgan's statement. I 
Here is how he phrases it: 
i 


. "A very important decision is in- j 


volved in the treatment of the 
power issue in TVA territory. Shall 
there be an effort on the part of 
public officials to work with the 
private utility companies to remove 
abuses, to insure maximum service 
at minimum cost, and to insure op- 
portunity 
for 
public 
ownership 


where it is desired; or shall men 
drift into an attitude of a fight to 
the finish against the private pow- 
er companies, which .might have 
the nature and perhaps inevitable 
consequence of disruption of the 
private systems, the destruction of 
legitimate investments and of u eco- 
nomical service, and the sudden, if 
unexpected, throwing of great pow- 
er systems into premature and un- 
prepared for public ownership?" 


Wants Fair Play 


Dr. Morgan wants fair play and 


says that "in the process of transi- 
tion from private to public owner- 
ship, there should be respect for 
legitimate private investments in 
the utility business." 


There's the issue. On the one 


hand are those headed by Senator 
Norris of Nebraska and David Lil- 
ienthal, general manager and one of 
the directors of the TVA, who want 
a1 finish fight with the utilities, and 
Dr. Morgan and the public owner- 
ship advocates, who want a transi- 
tion and try-out period. 


But both groups inside the Roose- 


vent administration envisage pub- 
lic ownership of utilities as the ul- 
timate goal and the difference is 
on how to accomplish the result. 
One would be a slow process of 
strangulation, but with a chance 
to salvage some of the investments 
at fair value, while the other would 
mean a ruthless destruction as soon 
as such a result could be effected 
by the use of governmental author- 
ity and funds. 


President Roosevelt is in an awk- 


ward position. He can hardly take 
sides without antagonizing some of 
his most ardent supporters and 
friends. Likewise, if he keeps a 
$12,000,000,000, industry hanging be- 
tween life and death, he, retards re- 
covery and perhaps even starts a 
deflation. 


It is my impression that the presi- 


dent leans toward Dr. Morgan's 
views or he would not have sanc- 
tioned the issuance of a public 
statement by the chairman of the 


TVA which outlines so frankly the 
existence of a controversy inside 
his own administration. The ru- 
mors for several days have been 
that David Lilienthal would win 
out. 


Could Sidestep Issue 


Mr. Roosevelt has a convenient 


exit if he chooses to use it. He 
could, of course, place the matter 
before the congress of the United 
States and let the people's repre- 
sentatives, who are supposed to be 
elected for that purpose, decide 
such questions of fundamental pol- 
icy. There are many bills pending. 


The utilities are not taking sides 


as between Dr. Morgan and Dr. 
Lilienthal, for the very good rea- 
son that they see little difference 
between immediate destruction of 
their businesses and the huge un- 
certainties that accompany a slow 
transition period in which the goal 
is definitely public ownership. 


Fortunately, however, the alter- 


natives are not just the two in- 
volved in the debate between Dr. 
Morgan and Mr. Lilienthal. There 
are really four possible policies: 


First, government ownership of 


the sources of power, both hydro- 
electric and generating plants, ex- 
isting properties to be taken over 
at fair value on appraisal, and the 
government to confine the utility 
companies to transmission and dis- 
tribution, with rates to be fixed by 
state commissions, state compacts 
and, where interstate, by the feder- 
al power commission. This plan 
would include a government lend- 
ing policy by which the govern- 
ment underwrites the risks involv- 
ed in utility expansion and, in re- 
turn, exercises a control over rates 
so that economies of financing pres- 
ent securities are passed on to the 
consumer. 


May Buy Systems 


Second, government purchase of 


existing systems as individual en- 
tities and not by using govern- 
ment funds to encourage the sub- 
traction by hit-or-miss method of 
large cities from present private 
systems, which would mean disin- 
tegration. 


Third, destroy all the private sys- 


tems by using government subsi- 
dies for outright competition and 
then taking over what is left with-

Fourth, finish construction on 


existing projects and perhaps add 
more as the country needs them, 
but assure the utilities of an op- 
portunity to buy power at the dam 
and leave the transmission and dis- 
tribution to private companies or 
municipalities to compete for, either 
by contract or lease, but with a 
definite limitation of federal en- 
croachment or invasion. Investors 
then could buy refunding securities 
of utilities' or bond issues of mu- 
nicipalities with a full knowledge 
that, except for rate-making and 
for supervision of security issuance, 
there is no competition coming 
from the all-powerful federal gov- 
ernment with its many opportuni- 
ties for "multiple purpose" dams 
that hide subsidies and keep in- 
vestors from risking the money 
they ought to be lending to utility 
companies now and in the future. 


Dr. Morgan's statement is a 


statesmanlike approach to a diffi- 
cult problem of government, and 
while one may differ with his pro- 
posals here and there, the pro- 
nouncement in general is in such an 
excellent spirit of mediation that 
it could well be adopted by both 
the president and the utilities as a 
basis for a common sense settle- 
ment of one of the most costly con- 
troversies that has ever arisen be- 
tween the government and its citi- 
zens/It probably will not be so tak- 
en, but will prove in reality mostly 
a means of testing public senti- 
ment.

into the streams at least ninety per 
cent of hooked trout under seven 
inches. It cannot be prevented for 
the reason that trout, the small ones, 
are too delicate to survive the op- 
eration. 


Hurts Trout Population 


This restriction has without any 


doubt done more to destroy our 
trout population than any other 
one thing, save the netting out of 
the sprmgholes in winter when the 
fish are propagating their species 
It would be a serious mistake, how- 
ever, to remove the size limit on 
black bass, muskies and other hardy 
fish that can and do withstand be- 
ing hooked and landed in order to 
remove the hook. In fact, by all 
means, the size of black bass should 
be raised to twelve inches. 


The fourth clause of the petition 


is ridiculous. As well expect the 
sun to stop when Joshua command- 
ed it to as to expect LaFollette to 
remove from the statutes a federal 
law.

There was a time when patrons 


whose credit was well known to a 
Parisian 
restaurant 
proprietor— 


even to the head waiter—particu- 
larly, to the dame au comptoir— 
finding themselves without the nec- 
essary "de quoi" for footing the 
bill, would scratch their name, or 
even initials, on the back of "L'ad- 
dition," and all would be well.

Lumberjacks and Their Work 


LUMBERJACKS AND THEIR

I—Forests and Lumber Camps 
Nine hundred million acres of 


woods and forests! That is an esti- 
mate 
of the ground 
covered by 


trees on this continent. 


The number of acres' is equal to 


almost - one and a 
half million 


square miles. 


View of a Lumber Camp. 


North America has far more trees 


than Europe, also a greater number 
of different kinds. More than 500 
kinds of native North American 
trees have been counted. 


Early settlers cut down the trees 


at a rapid rate. They wanted to 
clear the land so they could plant 
crops on it. Some of the wood was 
used to build cabins, houses, barns 
and fences. 


Tbe forests of today are not near- 


ly so widespread as in former 
times, but the lumber industry is 
important. During the past 10 .years, 
forests of the United States and 
Canada have, supplied an 'average 
of about 25,000,000,000 board feet of 
lumber each year. A "board foot" 
is a piece of lumber 
one 
foot 


square, but only one inch thick. If 
you had a plank 10 feet long, one 


would contain 10 board feet. 


The lumber cut on our continent 


each year is enough to build a 
boardwalk four feet wide, and five 
inches thick, from the earth to the 
moon. 


To get wood out of. the forests — 


that is the job of the "lumber- 
jacks"! They are strong, sturdy 
men, 
and they know their trade 


very weLL 
.- 


After- th.e managers of: a lumber 


company "•'decide to cut. 'a certain 
forest or stretch of woodland, men 
are sent to- the region to plan the 
work. The path of a roadway into 
the heart of the xvoods is marked 
out, and also the site of the. lumber 
camp. 


Crews. of workers cut down .trees 


to make the roadway, and .to build 
cabins. In many -parts of the United 
States and Canada,1 it is the custom 
for lumberjacks to get their camps 
ready in the autumn, and to live in 
them all through the winter— far 
from the city. Winter is a good time 
to work because logs can be placed 
over runners, and hauled across 
snow-covered ground. 


- The work is hard, and ofterf the 
weather is. very cold. In 
some 


places the .lumberjacks find the 
temperature going down as low as 
40 to 50 degrees below zero. 


More yellow pine 
is obtained 


from North American forests than 
any other lumber.- Next to yellow 
pine comes the wood of the Doug- 
las fir. A good-sized Douglas fir 
may supply enough lumber to build 
a 10-room house. Other important 
lumber trees are the yellow poplar, 


i the oak, the ash and the cypress.

If You Want 
Lovely Skin

ONT stop m« if you've heard 
this one about the value of 
water to jhealtiu But Tm not 


going to stop with, the health point 
of view. For somehow we women 
fail to respond to health sermons. 
The glamour of beauty is bound to 
get more of a response. So let's talk 
about beauty and how water enters 
the picture. 


The eight glasses of water a day 


theory-ihas been debunked. Most 
authorities agree that eight glasses 
of liquid is what the body requires 
and fruit juices, vegetables, com- 
posed chiefly of water, soups, cof- 
fee, tea and milk may be called 
upon to supply some of the fluid 
content; but they should not be al- 
lowed to take the place of water 
entirely. A glass of water or per- 
haps two before breakfast is a fine 
way to start the, day. Many people 
prefer it shot and add lemon juice. 
It's a good cocktail, sets you up 
right. Try to avoid sugar in this 
cocktail if 
y<f\i can. Another few 


glasses of water through the day, 
preferably between meals. 


Bear in mind that the body is 


composed of a multitude of cells of 
which the chief constituent is wa- 
ter. We lose water through breath- 
ing, through the pores of the skin 
by perspiration and through natur- 
al evacuation. 
This water loss 


should be replaced in order to keep 
the fluid level of the body. During 
the winter we perspire less, which 
ordinarily would mean that the wa- 
ter loss is less. However, water loss 
is governed by humidity more than 
by temperature. In artificially heat- 
ed homes tine air is usually very 
dry and a lot of water is lost as a 
result. Therefore we should con- 
tinue to drink -water during 
the 


winter months. 


What if we don't? Dry skin, chap- 


ped lips, lustreless hair and eyes re- 
sult. What if we do "drink plenty 
of water"? Ah, there's the beauty 
of it I quote from notes made dur- 
ing a lecture by a physician a few 
years ago: 


"Water has a sparkle, clear, beau- 


tiful—and the woman who drinks 
a lot of water usually boasts a thin, 
transparent, 
beautiful skin 
with 


the clarity of water about it. 
Her 


eyes are clear and sparkling too. 
Conversely, a thick, dull skin usu- 
ally suggests a lack of water among 
other things. Thin and nervous peo- 
ple usually sin on the insufficient 
water side. 


"We all know that water helps 


to wash away wastes, helps the kid- 
neys and intestines to 
function 


properly- 
But how many of us 


know that water helps to keep 
muscles firm 
and 
complexions 


clear?"'

It Is Reported 


Physicist Blames Sympa- 


thetic Vibration for 


R a c k e t 


The discovery of noise "broadcast- 


ing stations in household and other 
machines, accunting for much of 
the racket which physicians say is 
bad for the nerves, was recently re- 
ported to the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers. 


One of thees "stations" was the 


blades of an electric fan. When test- 
ed this fan was entirely noiseless, 
said Ernest J. Abbott of the" Physics 
Research Company, 
Ann Arbor, 


Mich The motor also was noiseless. 


Yet when the two got together 


they made a racket. The noise cost 
a lot of money, because it was in a 
refrigerator, the manufacturer of 
which was buying special motors 
for quietness, says The Associated 
Press. 


Investigation of the fan 
blades 


solved the mystery. The blades had 
some vibrations which were the 
same as those of the motor. Al- 
though the motor vibrations were 
inaudible, the fan blades picked 
them up and 
"broadcast" them. 


Changing the shape of the fan stop- 
ped the noise- 


All through the racket field, Mr. 


Abbott found, there were parts 
which 
did similar loud-speaker 


tricks. They are hard to find, but 
once known are not hard to cure. 


2 Stations 


The moan of the rear axle in the 


automobile, he said, had two broad- 
casting stations. One is the floor of 
the car, which can be soundproofed 
readily.

The "loudspeakers" focus

axle noise in certain parts of the 
car interior.

Inquiries frequently come to this 


department asking the cost of resi- 
dent and non-resident fishing li- 
censes in states other than Wis- 
consin; the size limits of trout; how 
many states impose fishing licenses, 
etc. This article is compiled for the 
benefit of others who may con- 
template writing us for information 
on the foregoing subjects. 


Every state in the Union, with 


the exception 
of two—Maryland 


and the District of Columbia—re- 
quire 'non-residents to 
purchase 


fishing licenses. 
They run in 


amounts from $2 in three states to 
$10.25 in one. Nineteen states charge 
$5 or more per license. In only sev- 
en states the cost to non-residents is 
less than that of Wisconsin. In 23 
states it is greater. Among the lat- 
ter are included chiefly such states 
wherein the sport of angling is an 
inferior drawing card—for example, 
Nebraska and Indiana. 


Only two of them that are on 


a competitive basis with Wiscon- 
sin charge less—Pennsylvania and 
Michigan. These states, it is con- 
ceded, have far more trout than our 
state. 


No Licenses 


Six states do not require resi- 


dent fishing licenses. "The fee charg- 
ed in ten others is less than that 
of Wisconsin. In Maine it is 65 
cents; in Michigan, Illinois and 
North Dakota it is only 50 cents 
Nine states charge the same amount 
as Wisconsin — $1; five charge 
$1.10; three, $1 25: and three $1.50. 


In most of the best known fishing 


states non-resident licenses cost far 
more than in Wisconsin. For exam- 
ple The cost in Connecticut is $5 35. 
in Delaware. $7 50, in Florida, S5 50, 
in Georgia, §5 50, in Idaho, $5.00, in 
Maine, S5.15. in Massachusetts1, $5 25; 
in New York, S5.50; in North Caro- 
lina, $5 10; in So. Carolina. $10 25: in 
Tennessee, S5 in Texas, $5 in Vir- 
ginia S5 and in W. Virginia, $5

Mention Limits 


, Mention is made of size limits 
for the reason that many experi- 
enced anglers claim this restriction 
is extremely 
detrimental to the 


maintenance of the trout popula- 
tion, and for that reason should 
be abolished. They maintain it is a 
well known fact that fully 90 per 
cent of undersized trout hooked and 
released compulsorily do not sur- 
vive: and with a size limit of 7 inch- 
es the fishermen have in the past 
perforce contributed greatly to the 
depopulation of the trout streams. 
by destroying the small ones while 
being forced according to law, to 
catch "legal'"* fish that are spawners 
carrying from 600 to 1,000 speckled, 
or from 1,000 to 3,000 rainbow eggs.
